More Women wept then men, 
partly by the permiſſion of men, who 
thought that the womens weeping came 
rather from weaknes in themſelues, then 
from kindnes towards Chriſſ. Partly by 
the prouidece of God, who ſuffered more 


women to weepe then men, that the wo- 


men, which bewailed Chriſtes death, 
might condemne the men, which procu- 
redi 


it. Now the women alſo were wepe the 
the men, eithet of a naturall affection, or 
els of a voluntary diſpoſition, Naturally 
ſaith S. Peter, the woman is the weaker 
veſſel, a ſoone moued to weepe, and ſub- 
ie to many, either affe ctionate paſſions 
or els paſſionate affections. But touchin 
theſe women, that which was ochirvitla 
natutall to them, was here voluntary in 
them For the ſinne of a woman, was the 
ruine of man. Therefore theſe women

willingly wept che more. That though a 
"IE did moll in the ſecond teak of 
the firſt Adam;yer theſe might doe leaft 
in the firſt death of the ſecond Adam. Fot 


it was Eue a woman which bettayed the 


firſt Adam with an apple, & cauſed him 
to fin; but it was Iudas a man which be- 
trayed the ſecond Adam with a kiſſe, and 
cauſed him to die. And indeed you ſhal 
generally obſerue, that notwithſtanding 
at the fir}, the woman went before the 
man in tranſgreſſion and diſobedience, 
neuertheleſſe fince ro make amends for 
that fault, the bleſſed Virgine Mary, and 
diuers other women haue farre excelled 
all men, or at the leaſtwiſg, moſt men, in

geth in all maner of merchandiſe, but 
when the ſea ſtormes, & roares too much 
then the very ſhippes do houle and crie.f 
The aire looking cleerely, and chereſully 
refreſheth all things, but weeping too 
much, that is, rayning too much, as in 
Noahs floude., it drownes the whole 
world. The fire beingbur a litle ſprinkled 
with water burneth more brightly, but 
being roo much ouerchelmed, it gives 
neither heate, nor light. The eye it ſelſe 
(as Anatomiſts write) (8) hath twiſe as 
many drie skins, like ſluces, to dam yp 
the courſe of the teares, as it hath moyſt 
humours, like chanels, to let them flow 
forth. For ir hath ſixe of them, and but 
three of theſe. If al the body were an eye, 
and there were no eares in it: where were 
then the heating? If all the eye were a 
moyſt humour, and there were no drie 
skins in it, where were then the ſecing? 
Seeing then too much weeping is; in the 
earth barrennes; in the water ſhipwrack; 
in the aire an inundartion;in the fire cold- 
nes; in the eye blindnes;certainely if, the 


earth, the water, the ayte, the ſire, the eie, 


could ſpeak, they would altogether with 
one concent 10 a ioyfull ſong of ſiue 
wy. parts,

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parts, and euery one ſcucrally ſay vnto vs 
That we muſt not weepe too much. 
Nou reaſom ſeeth yet mote, h That too 
much of a thing is naught. Etiam mel. ſi 
vimiùm ingratum. Which is tranſlated 
thus, i It is not good to cate too much 
honie. If it bee notgood eating too much 


honicʒ then ſure it is not good eating too 


much wormewood. The Egyptians when 
they would deſcribe teates, they paint 
thoſe gems which we call — — 
upon Suidas ſayth, k Vnions hierogly- 
phically do ſignifie y ſheading of teares. 
For as vnions haue their name in Latine, 
becauſe they are found one by one, & ne- 
uer more at once: ſo teares muſt be ſhed 
eaſily one by one, and neuet bee powred 
out al at once. Seneca ſayeth, that which 
we muſt do dayly, we muſt do moderat- 
ly. Therſote though we can not quite ſtop 
the bloudy iſſue of our teares, at the leaſt- 
wiſe we muſt be ſparing, and weep ſo to 
day, as we may weep to marrow, & keep 
ſome teares alwaics inſtore, reſetuiaglchẽ 
to another occaſion afterward, For wee 
teade that Heraclitus when he had ſook t 
 &{owſt himſelſe in ſorrow al his life log, 
at length died of a dropiny, and ſo (as I

Now if 
we may not teare the hart of any other 
thing with our teeth, then much leſſe may 
we teare our own hart, with our teares. So 
that euẽ blind reaſon, ſuch as the heathen 
haue had, doth yet plainely ſee this, That

But retiyion yet further.For when 
God atche fi placed man inthe garden 
of Eden, which is the garden of pleaſure, 
he did indeede there provide all thinges 
for him,'which might pleaſure him. His 
wife which was equall to him: all other 
creatures that were inferiourto him :the 
hearbes which hee did eate : the flowers 
that he did ſmell: the pearles which hee 
did look ypon:the gold that he did tread 
ypon: all theſe ſerued for his delight and 
ioy. Afterward when ſentenice had pro-

Then che holy ſcripture, which is(as 
it were) an other paradiſe. Laſtly, an vn- 
fained faith by which wee haue peace 
with G OD; Therefore Athenagoras 
fayes well, I count that they haue no ſpi- 
rite, no conſcience, no ſcripture, no faith 
in them which yeeld to too much gtiefe. 
And Hierome yet more vehemently, 2 I 
doe from my hart deteſſ al exceſſiue ſor - 
row, ſeeing it is 4 very bell pon catth, 
and an entrance euen in this life into that 
wofull place where there is nothing but 


| weeping and gnaſhing of teeth. Where- 


fore immoderate weeping is condem- 
ned, is nature, which teacheth al things: 
imreaſon, which teacheth all men: n re- 
ligion , which teacheth al chriſtians, That 
wee muſt not weepe too much.

Which is the ſecond parte, 3 vr 
WEEPE. They to whom Chriſt heere 
ſpeaketh, offended in th'excefle., Theres | 
fore he beginneth thus, weepe nor. Bur l 
may wel ſhift the words, and begin thus, 
But \veepe. For wee offend, commonly in 
the want of weeping, ſeldome in th'ex- 
ceſſe. The reaſon is, becauſe wee lacke 
loue,which being three ſolde, rowardes 
our ſelues - rowards our neighbour : to- 
wards God; the greateft worke of loue; 
towards our ſelues is repentance: towards 
our neighbour is prraching: towardes 
God is praier. And al theſe require ſome 
— that if we weepeſo little as that 
we weepe not at all, ve weepe too little. 
Which we muſt not doe. For firſt, += 4 
ching repentaxce one ſayes truely, 4 The 
—.— ſorrowes are, the — are 
our ſinnes. But on th other ſide, the heads 
of dragõs are broken in the waters , that 
is, very ſtrong and vile ſinnes ate weake - 
ned and t away with teares. That 
obligation which was againſt vs f, — 
; ore 
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fore it had beene faſtned to the croſſe of 
Chriſt was engroſſed in parchmẽt. Now 
it is but ſcribled in paper. So that if wee 
blur it dayly with weeping vpon it, our 
teares wil be like nu forts, to rake out 
the hand-writing quire and cleane, that 
God ſhall neither reade nor ſee our fins. 
When Alexander had read a long and 
tedious Epiftle written to him by Anti- 
pater, wherein were diuers accuſations 
apainſt his mother Olympias, What, 
ſaies he, me thinkes Antipater knoweth 
not, that one little teare ofa mother will 
cafily blot out many Epiſtles (). And 
certainely the teares not onely of Gods 
mother, but euen of euery child of God 
will much more eaſily blot our the me- 
morie of many ſinnes, though they were 
before, like the finnes of Iuda, written 
with a pen of yron, and grauen with the 
point of a diamond (). Therefore faith 
Alcuinus, * we muſt waſh our hearts in 
the troubled poole of Betheſda(®) in the 
troubled teares of repentance, For as in 
a well, except there be ſome water in jc 
we can not eaſily ſee the baggage that li- 
eth in the bottome: ſo in the depth of 
the heart without teares we ci not ſee our 
ſinnes.

ouchin —_ , the voyce of a 
preacher Pe 5 to be the voyce * a cri- 
er, which ſhould not pipe to make the 
people daunce, but meurne to * 
them weepe. Hence it is, that in the olde 
lawe © none that was blinde or had any 
blemiſh-in his eye might ſetue at the al- 
tar, There are many reaſons ofthis lawe. 
Among many this may be one, becauſe 
for that impediment in his eye hee could 
not well ihew his inward ſorrowing by 
his outward weeping. And when they 
offered yp to the Lorde their firſt borne, 
who, was ordinarily in euery familie their 
prieſt or their preacher, they offered alſo 
with him a paire of turtle doues or two 
yong pigeons. That paire of turtle doues 
did ſigniſie a paire of mournefull eies. 
Theſerwo yong pigeons did ſigniſy like- 
wiſe two weeping eyes. And at that offe- 
ting they praied for theit firſt born, that 
afterward he might haue ſuch eyes him- 
ſelſe. For as pigeons flie to their win- 
dowes: f ſothe ſincere preacher hath no 
other refuge to flie ynto bur onely to his 


windowes, |

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windowes, thatisto his eyes, which are 
glazed with teares,when weepefor 
the fins ofthepeople.Chriſt Ieſus is much 
delighted in lach iode of eyes, ſaying ſo 
oftẽ to his ſpouſe, Thine cies are pigeons 
eyes. The holy Ghoſt alfo, deſcending 
himſelfe in the forme of a doue. And the 
Prophets like doves vpon the waters 
which are waſht with milke and remaine 
by the ful veſſels 8 yſually received their 
prophecies beſide rivers. As Ezechiel be- 
fide the river Cobar; Daniel beſide the 
river Tigris: the Baptiſt beſide the river 
Iordane. Yea alſo they preached their 
prophecies, not ſo much with wordes as 
with tiuets of teares. The prophet Dauid 
was ſo valiant, that he ouercame a migh- 
tie huge giant, and tate a Beare in peeces 
as eaſily as if it had beene a Kid, and ſlew 
a fierce lion with no other weapon, but 
onely with his naked handes, and diuers 
| other times like .a violent whitlewinde 
bare downe all before him. Vet when he 
came to- preach, hee was ſo ſoft-hear- 
ted, and ſo tender · ey d, that he ſaid, Mine 
eies guſt out rivers of water, becauſe 
men keepe not thy law. O that my head 
were full ofwater, ſayes Ieremie, and mine 
eies

cies a ſountaine oſteates. I proteſt, ſayes 
Paul ; that for theſe three yeares Ihaue 
not ceaſed to warne euery one of you 
with teares day and night. For indeede, 
as Auſtin witneſſeth, there is moore good 
to be done with ſighing then with ſpca-
